The historic Antlers H o t e l 
closed its doors Sunday after­ 
noon after the last guest check­ 
ed old. 
The seven - story landmark 
with 25# rooms will be turned 
over soon to its new owners 
for eventual razing. 
The new owners have declined 
to identify themselves or say 


what they will do with the hotel 
property other than destroy the 
building 
However City Council has a 
resolution before it to sell its 
interest in a 90 by 400-foot strip 
of land to the south of the 
Antlers to Howdas and Co. at 
its Tuesday meeting. 
The resolution says the city 


would receive 5175.00# as 
its 
share in the land. The Colo­ 
rado Springs Co. would receive 
the same amount. 
The sale can go through only 
if a court decree is obtained 
to clear title to the land. 
The City Council at its Tues­ 
day session is expected to ap­ 
prove the request of Carlisle

The Antlers was built in 1901 
by Gen. William Jackson Palm­ 
er across from where he drove 
the first stake for the town­ 
ship of Colorado Springs 


The building was completed 
three years after a fire

The first Ant­ 
lers was built in 1881.

Economics is concerned with 
the means by which scarce re­ 
sources are allocated most ef­ 
ficiently to satisfy wants. In­ 
stead of being a “dismal sci­ 
ence,” economics is still in its 
gtowing-up stage and is, for this 
reason, fraught with all sorts of 
exciting controversy, most of it 
reflecting honest differences of 
opinion. For instance, no phase 
of the discipline is attended with 
less understanding and, thus, 
with more contention than the 
employment of that resource 
which is the key to all others: 
man and his energy. This pa­ 
per concerns itself with that 
problem, the best possible em­ 
ployment of human energy . 
Were there no employment rf 
man and his energy , the human 
species would not survive; and 
were there full employment at 
valueless undertakings, the re­ 
sult would be equally disastrous 
Survival and the betterment of 
our human lot is geared to how 
nearly we can approach full 
employment at useful, produc­ 
tive, creative activities Our lev­ 
el of living, in other words, de­ 
pends upon how creatively we 
are employed. 
The ardent advocates of state 
planning and the enthusiastic 
proponents of competitive en­ 
terprise do not 
disagree on 
whether specialization and ex­ 
change are 
more 
provictive 
than self-subsistence Specializa­ 
tion and exchange are assumed 
by all hands. The great debate 
now going on rages around the 
question as to how human be­ 
ings are to find the fullest pos­ 
sible employment in the special­ 
ization and exchange complex. 
It boils down to this question 
How does one find employment? 
Two opposed ways are up for 
choice: Let the state planners 
find the jobs or let the jobs be 
found by a little-recognized Gen­ 
ius which it is our purpose 
here to examine. 
But, first, a few words about 
the state-plannning method. It 
Is very simple; it has to be. 
People are priced out rf the 
market in countless ways by the 
mistakes 
of 
state 
planners 
Merely to illustrate: A minimum 
wage of $1,25 sets a salary floor 
for everybody which is higher 
than people will pay certain 
persons. Those whose services 
could command only 75 cents 
per hour are disemployed by 
statute. Labor unions, having 
dispensations 
of 
power 
con­ 
trived by the planners, wreak 
precisely the same havoc when 
they succeed in raising wage 
rates above the level the mar­ 
ket will pay. Result: Unemploy­ 
ment. 
But not unemployment for 
long. The planners re - employ 
these p e o p l e Mi government 
make-work projects: moon ma­ 
chinery, urban renewal, and so 
on. The state offers jobs doing 
valueless work and unemploy­ 
ed workers naturally accept. In 
the initial stages of this process. 
there is no compulsion or un 
willing exchange at the visible 
level. But compulsion and un- 
w i l l i n g exchange enter th* 
scheme, nonetheless: the fundi 
to pay for these make-work af 
fairs ars compulsorily take) 
freon those who are productive^ 
employed.

The best term to describe this

which is to say, :t is not a 
thing or person: it is spiritual in 
the same way a thought or qual­ 
ity or incentive or insight or 
ambition is spiritual This spir­ 
it enters into all individuals to 
some extent, there are none rf 
us who are arf enterprising on 
occasion Coming and coing eb­ 
bing and flowing, this spin!. 
now and then, concentrates its 
force mightily .n certain indi­ 
viduals. These few persons are 
highly charged with the entre­ 
preneurial spirit and are endow ­ 
ed w,th a magnetic, in-gathenng 
in such varied ways — across 
the whole spectrum rf human 
endeavor — that one can only 
hint at the scope rf their ac­ 
tions Begin by picturing peo­ 
ple's limitless unsatisfied wants 
These have existed throughout 
human history. Nonetheless, in 
the absence rf the entrepreneu­ 
rial spirit, they are void and 
without meaning. But men who 
are highly endowed with this 
spirit become cognizant rf these 
wants. Then they take dormant

I. ac kl ag hi Primitive Societies 
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To grasp this spirit and its 
creativity, we need but reflect 
on the condition of many prim­ 
itive peoples who have lived 
among the very resources and 
soils and climates which later 
w messed productive miracles. 
History , from the time of the 
Sumenans of six or seven thous­ 
and years ago to the present 
day. is replete with primitive 
situations, with here and there, 
now and then, a break-through 
— a synthesis, transformation, 
coalescence rf natural and hu­ 
man energies. Consider a sin­ 
gle example, the American In­ 
dians before the present era To 
them air was only breezy or 
calm or warm or cold; voices 
and the sound rf tom-toms pass­ 
ed through it but air was noth­ 
ing for man to fly in or some­ 
thing through which voices and 
sounds could pass at the speed 
rf light Oil and coal and most 
minerals were as nonexistent 
as a thought one bas never had 
Electricity was but an angry 
god seen in a thunderstorm. 
Water had the power to float 
a canoe but how could wa’er 
be made to propel one as did 
their paddles? Probably this 
thought never entered their noei- 
entrepreneunal beads. The re­ 
sult? Enslaved by the poverty 
of a foraging economy and lack 
of enterprise, fewer than a mil­ 
lion Indians found existence pos­ 
sible in this land.

skill or talent 
In a primitive 
set up such as a foraging econ­ 
omy. your drill would doubtless 
be rf no value Yet, in a half­ 
way functioning exchange econ­ 
omy, your mite can be and is 
exchanged for food, clothing, 
education, autos, shelter heat 
mg. cooling, the arts. or what­ 
ever The mite of value you ren­ 
der is increased a thousandfold, 
not so much by what you rndi 
vidually have done about it but 
by reason of a spiritual force 
about which most people are ut­ 
terly unaware 
The reason we can be cer­ 
tain that only a few recognize 
th* role rf the entrepreneurial 
spirit is that a good majority rf 
us are hell-bent on destroying 
this energizing force on which 
our very existence depends* If 
we keep in mind that this Geni­ 
us can work its wonders only 
when freedom in transaction is 
allowed, we will see tl^t all col­ 
lectivistic policies are antagon­ 
istic to freedom in transactions 


and to the entrepreneurial spir­ 
it Examine labor union posi­ 
tions and the poetical grist that 
is coming out rf our legislative 
mills and it will be seen that 
most rf this stuff inhibits, ham­ 
pers. restrains, or even de­ 
stroys incentives, ambition, un­

rendered, gainful employment. 
For when the creative force that 
actually finds willing exchange 
enjoym ent is diminished, em­ 
ployment rf the unwilling vari­ 
ety takes its place To penalize 
success kilts the entrepreneuri­

The progressive in­ 
come tax, wage and price and 
production and exchange con­ 
trol*. shorter work weeks by 
fiat, feather - bedding, closed 
shops witn 
their

membership, subsidizing some 
at the expense of others are 
but a few countless cases in 
poult. 
The attainment of employ­ 
ment at its best requires, at a 
minimum, a crew of voluntary' 


teachers from varied walks of 
life —- enough to constitute a 
leadership — who understand 
and can explain the meaning, 
significance, beneficence, a n d 
importance of the entrepreneu­ 
rial spirit and its essential cor­ 
ollary. freedom in transactions 
But, even more: if we are to 
become usefully instructive, we 
must learn to isolate and pre­ 
cisely identify all actions — by 
individuals, labor unions, gov - 
crnmeots. or whatever — which 
impair the nourishing rf these 
absolute essentials to economic 
well-being 
In other terms 
You and I 
should strive to he teachers — 
not to seek out and develop the 
entrepreneurs, for their virtue 
qnmes more as a gift than by 
instruction — but to help each 
other see the purpose and im­ 
portance rf the entrepreneurial 
spirit and how aet to interfere 
with and penalize it — that is. 
if we seek employment at its 
best!

The reality that must be our 
guide is the immutable work­ 
ing of the laws rf nature For 
example when man discovered 
the law of gravity, he didn t 
create it — he simply discover 
ed that it had always existed 
From that point forward, man 
learned to use the law rf gravi­ 
ty to the advantage of all Had 
men tried to go against it or 
say that it was not right, there 
would merely have been a rash 
rf deaths by falling 
Every rock that is thrown in 
the air must come down 
It 
does no good to say — while 
the rock is still climbing—that 
this is proof that it won t come 
down For it will 
In the same way, every irra­ 
tional act will be paid for even­ 
tually It does no good to say 
that we are temporarily coming 
out ahead by ignoring reality.

In the average American fam­ 
ily a large portion rf tho wak­ 
ing hours rf tho child is spent 
In a public, state supported and 
controlled school. In fact th e 
child may have ridden to that 
school on a public school bus, 
been taught by teachers licensed 
and paid by the state and eat­ 
en a lunch or drunk milk pro­ 
vided in part from public funds. 
It is generally accepted that it 
Is Uh* task of the government to 
require and to provide for the 
education of the children. It Is 
becoming increasingly popular 
to consider it the work rf tho 
s*ate also to provide for the 
physical care and nourishment 
of the school children. 
Even 
children in Africa study under 
American 
teachers 
provided 
through Mir taxpayers’ money, 
and benefit from the provision 
of American 
milk 
for their 
lunches They are being taught 
through our oft trial propaganda 
that it is the work of the state 
to aid all children. 
Some Amish parents in Iowa 
considered it to be their duty to 
educate their own children in 
their own schools in accordance 
with their own ideas of the im­ 
portance rf the Christian reli­ 
gion as the foundation rf that 
education They learned recent- 
Iv after much persecution, im- 
P'isonment and fines that their 
children were not really their 
own but the property of t h e 
state Since their schools d i d 
not meet the educational re­ 
quirements rf the state, t h e y 
were put under coercion to edu­ 
cate thc.r children in accord­ 
ance with the ideals and stand­ 
ards of the secular state. 
Those, like the Amish in Io­ 
wa who prefer to educate their 
children according to their own 
standards and ideals, disregard­ 
ing government regulations, are 
a small minority and their re­ 
sistance to the police power of 
the state makes the headlines. 
Many others are content to per­ 
mit the secular state, which for­ 
bids prayer and Bible reading 
and excludes 
God 
from 
its 
teaching, to educate their chil­ 
dren While this education ex­ 
cludes 
God 
and 
Christianity 
from its teaching, it is never­ 
theless a religious education. 
The religion which it has sub­ 
stituted for Christianity, how­ 
ever, is often the secular reli­ 
gion rf Humanism which re­ 
places God by man. 
An increasing number of peo­ 
ple. recognizing the secular na­ 
ture rf the religion taught in 
the public schools, have sought 
to establish private Christian 
schools for the education 
of 
their children. Some rf these 
people 
of 
various 
religious 
faiths. Roman Catholic. Protes­ 
tant, and others, have banded 
together in an or\ miration to 
seek federal govern! vnt aid for 
their private and church-relat­ 
ed schools They consider it the 
right rf the state to require 
and to support education but no* 
its right to restrict that sup­ 
port to state schools. A conserv­ 
ative Protestant m a g a z i n e 
pleads for state aid to church- 
related schools. This paper re­ 
ports that 40 professors of an 
outstanding 
Christian 
college 
have joined this movement to 
•gain a fair share rf taxes for all 
independent 
school children ” 
These sincere people fail to rec­ 
ognize that government subsidy 
means 
government 
control 
which is almost certain to ex­ 
tend also to the control of the 
content of the education. How 
can a Christian school teach the 
need rf limited government as 
originally provided by our Con­ 
stitution. oppose the secularism 
of public education, and at the 
same time lobby for state funds 
to finance its education? There 
can be little true educational 
freedom under state support 
and the consequent control. Nor 
is the coercion involved in this 
federal hand - out compatible 
with the spirit of true educa­ 
tion 
The Amish parents, regard­ 
less of what one may personal­ 
ly think of their views, a r e 
right in recognizing that their 
children belong to them and not 
to the state. The responsibility 
for the education of our chil­ 
dren does oot lie with t h e 
state (which is composed rf 
people who may differ with us 
on what education involves) but 
with the parents. An important 
part of the education rf o u r 
children 
takes 
place 
in the 
home whether parents are ful­ 
ly conscious rf that fact or not. 
Whether the formal schooling rf 
our children takes place in pub­ 
lic, primate, or church - related 


schools, parents cannot escape 
th* fact that the responsibility 
for their education belongs to 
them and not to the state. They 
may however, properly delegate 
tome rf the educational respon­ 
sibility to the church or to 
schools of their choice. 
Our children are ours! It la 
the duty of parents to care for 
their bodies, to love them, to 
educate them, to lead them to 
God and m the way of H t s 
righteousness. It is the parents 
who must render an account be­ 
fore their Creator and Redeem­ 
er God for the training of tim 
minds rf their children. It is 
their sacred obligation to seek 
to direct their lives and minds 
ta conform more perfectly to 
the image rf God. 
While public, state controlled 
and supported secular educa­ 
tion may be with us for a long 
time, we can h e l p counteract 
the godless religion of many 
public schools by organizing 
and sending our children to pri­ 
vate and Christian schools. This 
will involve added expense and 
sacrifice since we are forced 
also to support public schools, 
but the results are well worth 
the sacrifice. 
The course our nation w i l l 
take tomorrow will depend on 
the way Christian parents train 
and educate their children to­ 
day. Our children are not the 
property of the state. It is our 
responsibility to care for and 
educate them and to train them 
in the fear and knowledge rf 
the Lord

The Johnson 
administration 
has rushed off four giant troop 
transport planes to the Congo 
to help Premier Mourn Tshombe 
fight a 'zommunist-inspired re­ 
bellion A force rf IOO Ameri­ 
cans went along to maintain 
and protect the planes. 
Assistant Secretary rf State 
Soapy Williams has also been 
dispatched to the Congo to find 
out what Tshombe needs in the 
way of increased military and 
economic assistance. 
These developments are inter­ 
esting. because it was only a 
year or two ago that the ad­ 
ministration lined up with the 
United Nations to wreck Tshom- 
he’s independent government in 
the province of Katanga. 
At 
that time Soapy was taking the 
road for the state department 
to denounce Tshombe. 
In a speech at Detroit 
on 
Dec. 27, 1961. Williams charged 
that sympathy for Katanga “has 
been cultivated widely in Eu­ 
rope and even here in the Unit­ 
ed States by a well-financed 
propaganda machine speaking 
for Mr. Tshombe and against 
the II. N." As to finances, th* 
United States kicked in 171 mil­ 
lion dollars to the U. N. punitive 
expedition 
that 
overthrew 
Tshombe’s 
government 
by 
force, but now that he has re­ 
turned from Europe to assume 
charge of the whole of 
the 
Congo, he has become an object 
rf solicitude in Washington. 
As a final ironic touch, th* 
New York Times printed a dis­ 
patch Thursday from its corre­ 
spondent in Leopoldville which 
appeared under the headline, 
‘ Need for Foreign Mercenaries 
Is Seen in Congo.” But when 
Tshombe had white officers and 
noncommissioned officers in his 
Katanga army just a couple rf 
years ago. you should have 
heard the outcry about thos* 
evil “mercenaries.” 
The United Nations in various 
resolutions stated that it was in­ 
dispensable to clean the mer­ 
cenaries out rf Katanga and 
authorized the use rf force to 
that end 
Now the Times account says 
that ’ qualified observers be­ 
lieve mercenaries are the only 
available answer to the Congo’s 
pressing need for military per­ 
sonnel from foreign countries to 
reinforce and lead ber troops 
in the field." The report recalls 
that Tshombe had from 300 to 
500 mercenaries in his gendarna- 
ery 
and 
says 
this 
number 
would be about right for tho 
Congo’s present needs. 
From these several facts we 
should judge that United States 
and United Nations policy in tits 
Congo from IMI to the present 
day has made substantially aa 
much progress as a drank fight­ 
ing his way round and round hi 
a revolving door.

NEW BURNSWICK, N J. (AP) 
— Every night is ladies’ night 
at Rutgers University now. One- 
fourth of the 7,760 students at­ 
tending evening c l a s s e s are 
women. 
When the school started its 
evening college 30 years ago, 
less than two per cent of the 
student body was made up of 
co-eds. In the past IO years, the 
percentage has more than dou­ 
bled — from IO to 25 per cent.
